THE LAST DAYS ARE UPON US 


Prepare For The End of The Age, 
For it is Near at Hand. 








Christian Soldiers are 


Full of Fire. 


There is no use to deny any 
longer that the last days are up- 
on us. Some may be trying to 
console themselves with the 
thought that the end is a long 
time in the future, but it does 
not satisfy. It does not stop 
the gnawing at the heartstrings 
of almost all classes of people. 
There is a spirit of fear flying 
through the air. People are 
afraid to be alone and they are 
afraid to be among men. They 
do not know a sure place of 
safety. They try to find it, but 
as often fail. 


Iam sometimes afraid that 
many of our people have heard 
so much about the last days 
that some are becoming callous- 
ed—forgetful and easy about 
the subject. If there is any of 
this class I hope to get their 
nest stirred so they cannot be 
quite so restful. I want people 
to have the rest of salvation, but 
I do not want them to get care- 
less and easy about the work 
God has given us to do. Jesus 
described this easy class when 
He said that people would begin 
to say in the last days that the 
Lord delayeth His coming, and 
they would engage in things 
that are unbecoming to Chris- 
tians. And this has already 
been more or less demonstrated. 


A good letter from Jamaica 
today told of how the Church 
of God was shining brighter and 
brighter and the saints were re- 
joicing, and finished up by tell- 
ing some of the tales of woe 
that were coming on the mem- 
bers of the ordinary churches. 
They were dull looking and 
faded, and had no life, power, 
courage or zeal. This is a sad 
picture, but the picture of the 
saints is light and glistening. 
This one makes my heart re- 
joice. And of course it is pre- 
dicted and expected that the 
Church of God will rise higher 
and shine brighter as we near 
the end of the age. 


When Delilah had bound Sam- 
son with seven greén withes she 
shouted, ‘“‘The Philistines be up- 
Samson,” he _ broke 
the withes and stirred himself to 
action so the Philistines could 
not do anything with him. He 
was also bound with new ropes 
with the same results. The 
ropes were broken like thread. 
Then his hair was woven into 
the web of a loom, and he 
awoke out of sleep and ran off 
with the pin of the beam and 
the web. A little later the hair 
of his head was shaved off while 
he was asleep. When he awoke 
he went out and shook himself 
as at other times, but alas, his 
strength was gone. He could 
do nothing more, so his enemies 
took him and put out his eyes 
and otherwise afflicted him. 


Samson played along and 
trifled with God until God left 
him, and he did not know it un- 
til he undertook to use his 
strength as usual and he awoke 
to the fact that his strength had 
departed. In a similar manner 
many good people will trifle 
their time away in the last days 
believing that they can do this 
and that when it is necessary 
and at the last moments, but, 
like Samson, they will find their 
strength is gone and they can- 
not do as they expected. It is 
a serious thing for men and wo-

In telling of the last days and 
what might be expected Jesus 
said that the love of many 
would wax cold because iniqui- 
ty shall abound, and surely in- 
iquity is running rampant over 
the earth today. It is like a mil- 
lion wild and ferocious beasts 
let loose in a country where 
they are not expected. They 
kill and devour everywhere they 
go. The red hand of murder 
proves that people are blood- 
thirsty and ferocious like wild 
beasts. With many life is not

hold down lawlessness and in- 
iquity of all kinds. They all 
pose as human, but it almost 
seems that many have a strain 
of blood in them that is different 
from those who want peace and 
true civilization. Peter describes 
them “as creatures without rea- 
son, born mere animals to be 
taken and destroyed, railing in 
matters whereof they are igno- 
rant, shall in their destroying 
surely be destroyed.” (2 Peter 
2:12 R. V.) 


The divorce and remarriage 
evil is cursing the entire world. 
The trickery used in securing 
divorces is of Satanic origin. 
The laws governing the subject 
had almost as well be abolished, 
because those who want di- 
vorces will stoop to any kind of 
deception and falsehood to se- 
cure what they want.

They 
did eat, they drank, they mar- 
ried wives, they were given in 
marriage, until the day that 
Noah entered into the ark, and 
the flood came, and destroyed 
them all.” (Luke 17:26, 27) 
Marriage is honorable and all 
right if the Bible laws are ob- 
served. But the time has come 
when both men and women do 
not know who they are marry- 
ing. Deception is on the boom. It 
is a common occurrence for two 
young people, and even middle 
aged, to meet and soon make up- 
and marry, and after a few 
weeks or perhaps a year or two 
it develops that one or the other 
has another living companion 
and a house full of children in 
another state.

SANCTIFICATION — 
WILL OF GOD 


D. R. Holcomb 





“For this is the will of God, even 
your sanctification.” 1 Thes. 4:3. 

“Sanctify yourselves therefore, and 
be ye holy: for I am the Lord your 
God.” Lev. 20:7. 

It is God’s express command and 
every true child of God will ask, How 
can I obtain it? God called John 
Wesley and anointed him to bring 
forth this Bible doctrine and truth of 
holiness, the second work of grace, 
The common church members dislike 
the word holiness, not because they 
are acquainted with it but because 
they have seen so many who profess 
to have this experience and fail to 
live it and they have a perfect right 
to demand that people live it, but this 
does not excuse any one. 

Holiness is the standard of the 
Word of God and without holiness 
no man shall see the Lord. Heb. 
12:14. Unless you have holiness en- 
graved on your heart you will never 
meet Jesus in the clouds of heaven. 
This wonderful experience of sanc- 
tification, its acceptance or rejection, 
hinges our destiny. It is the very 
preparation that is the white linen 
of the bride of Christ that will pre- 
pare us for the marriage supper of 
the Lamb and the first resurrection. 
There is ample provision in the Word 
of God to prepare every soul for His 
coming. It is through this experience 
of sanetification. This is the will of 
God even your sanctification. We 
know that Jesus suffered for us out- 
side the gate that He might sanctify 
the people with His own blood. 
Heb. 13:12. 

There are two works of grace nec- 
essary. The new birth transforms 
the life, habits and appetites are re- 
moved, but there is still a remaining 
root down in the soul that cannot 
wholly and unreservedly yield to the 
will of God and it takes a complete 
death. “Knowing this, that our old 
man is crucified with him, that the 
body of sin might be destroyed.” 

Then the mind, soul and spirit and 
body are wholly in supplication to the 
will of God. Paul said, “The very 
God of peace sanctify you wholly. The 
child of God is not wholly purified 
when he is justified. Sin is overcome 
but the root is not destroyed, it is 
conquered. Every child of God has 
the victory over sin. Sin has no more 
dominion over them, but the inbred 
nature is not taken out. The ex- 
periences of thousands of people 
prove that the root of sin, the self 
will, the uprisings still remain in 
there. The time comes when it stirs 
in the child of God, the old depravity 
is felt. Then is the time to flee to 
God for the sanctification. The blood 
of Jesus will sanctify you wholly and 
destroy the old nature completely. 

If there were no fallen nature in us, 
no disposition contrary to the will of 
God in the soul of the new born child 
of God there would have been no 
necessity for the work of cleansing 
blood, the second work of grace that 
sanctifies wholly. But Jesus prayed 
for His disciples in John 17:17, 
“Sanctify them through thy truth: 
thy word is truth.” He loved His 
church and gave Himself for it, “That 
he might sanctify and cleanse it with 
the washing of water by the word, 
That he might present it to himself 
a glorious church, not having spot, or 
wrinkle, or any such thing.” Eph. 
5: 26, 27. ‘It is absolutely necessary 
that you go on and meet God’s con- 
ditions in His holy Word and receive 
the sanctifying power in the blood of 
Jesus. 

The adamic sin, the inbred nature 
is not destroyed at justification. God 
sent His Son into the world not only 
that He might justify and forgive and 
save His people from their outward 
transgressions but that he might sanc- 
tify them wholly and take out the in- 
bred sin that we might be pure even 
as He is pure. 


A soul is never saved and sanctified 
at the same time or at one act of 
God’s grace. It is impossible because 
it is contrary to God’s plan revealed 
in His Word. God never works con- 
trary to His Word. When the sinner 
comes to God he does not realize his 
need of sanctification, he cannot. The 
Spirit convicts a sinner of his lost 
condition. His sin against God causes 
him to repent and plead for pardon 
and he is forgiven. Then God reveals 
the need of sanctification, the cleans- 
ing from the adamic nature of sin 
that flows in the veins of every man 
and woman born into the world from 
the fall of Adam, thus sin was passed 
upon the whole world. 

Many were made sinners. All are 
sinners by birth as well as sinners 
by choice and it takes sanctification, 
the second work of grace through the 
blood of Jesus Christ, to eradicate the 
inbred sin that was born in us from 


our forefathers through the fall of 
Adam. 


If there are uprisings in your fret- 
fulness you are not sanctified; if you 
get offended under provocation, if you 
contend for your opinion, your own 
way, you are not sanctified. You 
know whether there are uprisings— 
any unholy nature in you and if there 
are you should seek at once for sanc- 
tification. Is your heart holy with- 
in? How does it work and feel and 
love under tests and trials? Examine 
the issues of your heart and you will 
know whether you are sanctified, 
whether you have the experience for 
there is no doubt about it, for you 
have the real experience within.

Some will say, Does not the 
woman come on the scene with the 
church in the wilderness? 

Ans. No. The church in the wilder- 
ness was just literal. Israel in her or- 
ganized state and only a type of the 
Church of God. Literal Israel could 
not be the mother of the spiritual man- 
child. 

Ques. Does not the woman date back 
to Abraham of whom it is said he is 
the father of the faithful? 

Ans. No. Ina _ sense he was the 
father of the faithful but we are not 
looking for the father but the mother. 
And Paul tells us that the Jerusalem 
which is above is free which is the 
mother of us all. The New Jerusalem, 
the church of the first born spoken of 
at Hebrews 12:23. He says we have 
come to it (this mother) now, not 
when we get to heaven. 

Ques. Since the people of God have 
been persecuted ever since the days 
of Abel, did not this woman come on 
the scene at that day?

With the first Adam be- 
gins the first despensation, the second 
Adam begins the second dispensation. 
Then again that of law and grace. We 
have seen that the sun represents the 
dispensation of grace. 

Ques. Then do you say, What does 
the moon represent? 

Ans. It fittingly represents the cere- 
monial law and sacrifices, even from 
the days of Adam and Abel. 

Ques. What part did the moon play 
with the children of Israel? 

Ans. Each of their years began with 
a new moon, each of their months be-

gan with a new moon. They kept 
their eyes continually on the moon, it 
governed their seasons. Every in- 
habitant had to blow a_ trumpet at 
the beginning of the month announced 
by the new moon, they had a great 
feast at each new moon, also they were 
to make sacrifices at each new moon. 
See Num. 10:10, and many other refer- 
ences, 

Ques. What does Paul say about 
meats, drinks, sabbath days and of 
new moons? 

Ans. He says they are a shadow of 
things to come. Col. 2:17. The Syriac 
Says were shadows of the things, then 
future. Notice, then future. Fulfilled 
when grace came. 

Ques. What other special event took 
place on each new moon? 

Ans. They visited the prophets to 


receive instructions from them and 
to offer gifts. 2 Kings 4:23; Ezek. 
45:17. 


Ques. What is the summary of the 
above? 

Ans. That the new moon was one 
of the most notable events in Israel, 
they feasted, sacrificed, received in- 
structions and blew trumpets. Yet all 
of this was only a shadow of a great- 
er day—the day of grace, so when 
grace came in the moon as a shadow 
fell below, hence the moon under her 
feet. The moon (the ceremonial law) 
fades when the sun (grace) comes up, 
just as the moon and sun may be seen 
at the same time some days, but the 
moon is dim. Paul says in the resur- 
rection, some will have the glory of 
the sun, some of the stars anl some 
of the moon. 

Ques. What is said of the overcom- 
ers? 

Ans. “To him that overcometh will 
I give to eat of the tree of life;” 
“Will I give to eai of the hidden man- 
na;” 

“He shall 
ment;” 
“Will I make a pillar in the temple of 
my God.” 

“* * * T will write upon him the name 
of my God * * *; and I will write up- 
on him my new name.” 

“He that overcometh shall inherit all 
things.” 

“To him that overcometh will I grant 
to sit with me in my throne.” 

“He that overcometh, and keepeth my 
works unto the end, to him will I give 
power over the nations.” 

Ques. Who will be able to overcome 
to the end? : 

Ans. Those who have taken on the 
whole armour, that they may be able 
to stand (or overcome) in the evil day. 
Eph. 6:13. 

Ques. What 
whole armour? 

Ans. He means the experience as 
represented with the oil in the vessels 
with their lamps, in other words, the 
full baptism with the Holy Ghost and 
walking in the light. Matt. 25; 1 John 
fy 

Ques. Are not the tribulation saints 
of the full overcomers? 

Ans. No. They wash their robes and 
make them white while in the tribu- 
lation. Rev. 7:14. The overcoming 
saints sit upon thrones but the tribu- 
lation saints stand before thrones. 

Ques. Do the Old Testament saints 
help to constitute the man-child (the 
overcoming saints) ? 

Ans. No. The man-child is to be 
born of Zion (spiritual Israel). They 
are not of the overcoming saints, they 
are not perfect without us. The least 
of the Spirit-filled overcoming saints 
will be greater in the kingdom of 
heaven than the greatest of the Old 
Testament saints. Matt. 11:11. 

Ques. Will not David, Solomon and 
other great kings reign as kings in 
the millennium? 

Ans. No. The Spirit-filled apostles 
will reign over the twelve tribes of 
Israel. Matt. 19:28. While others sit 
down in the kingdom. Hence three de- 
grees of saints, sun, stars and moon.

TRIAL OF FAITH

Many are the trials through which 
God’s children are called. Many of 
these are understood.

But it is another thing to call and 
intercede and ask others to call for 
us and days and weeks pass by and 
yet we see no visible results. To be 
tried socially is to see our friends 
and old associates cast us aside to 
have the sentence of excommunica- 
tion pronounced upon us. If we could 
keep up our old associates and move 
along in the same old channel as be- 
fore, it would not mean so much to 
us to follow Christ and our faith 
along this line would need no testing. 
To be tried financially as many of us 
are now, being of need and left alone 
with an empty purse and want calling

does Paul mean by 











to us from every side. Should God 


respond to our needs at every call we 
would never learn the beautiful les- 
son of faith and hence should never 
please Him. Heb. 11:6. 

God wants us to trust Him though 
the clouds veil the sky and every 
thing seems dark, that is the very 
time our faith is receiving its trial. 
The trial of your faith. Had we no 
faith we could not have a trial of 
faith and by a trial of faith we can 
prove what we have and can see how 
far it will reach and just what can 
be accomplished with what we have. 

As we gaze upon the locomotive 
as it stands upon the tracks with a 
full head of steam and tremulous with 
pent up energy, we could not say it 
was an exhibit of power though we 
knew the power was there when it 
should be applied in the proper way. 
Thus this power is brought into rec- 
ognition through being exercised or 
tested. Just so with you and me. We 
may never know our latent powers 
unless we apply them and try them. 
Could you say it was a trial of faith 
when Joshua commanded the sun and 
moon to stand still ang they immedi- 
ately obeyed? Was it atrial of 
faith when the crippled man at the 
beautiful gate leaped to his feet at 
the command of Peter and John? 
Was it a trial of faith when the walls 
of Jericho fell down flat after the 
children of Israel had obeyed orders 
and marched around and around and 
blew their trumpets as commanded? 
I say, Nay, it was no trial of faith 
though it was faith that did the work. 
What is it then to have a trial of 
faith? Let us get some lesson from 
the Word though we could get many 
in our lives. 

Read the story of the widow and 
the unjust judge in Luke 18:1-10. The 
judge neither feared God nor re- 
garded man. When the poor widow 
came with her reqyest he flatly re 
fused. He would not but she would 
not be denied. She came again and 
again. He finally granted her peti- 
tion for her continual coming. Her 
faith was denied over and over yet 
she held firmly and unwaveringly, 
demonstrating the fact that faith 
here through the test of denial and 
delay was of more value than gold 
in the accomplishment of her desire. 

Again in Luke 11 we find a man 
going to a friend at midnight to bor- 
row three ioaves of bread. At first 
he was coldly repulsed. The first 
answer was, “Trouble me not,” but 
his faith survived this test. But listen, 
from beyond the closed door the man 
in bed began to tell his excuses. “The 
door is now shut,” that seemed to bar 
all access to the house, yet faith held 
on through this trial though it seemed 
a helpless case. Again we hear him 
say, ‘My children are with me in bed.” 
He could not afford to arouse the 
children and still another excuse, It 
was midnight, it seemed unreasonable 
to ask such a request at this late 
hour and he finally said decidedly, “I 
cannot rise and give thee.” That 
seemed to settle the matter. Tf he 
could not of course he could not. Yes, 
but faith said, “I have to have those 
three loaves of bread, they must come 
and he would not be refused and 
stood on the outside of the door and 
pleaded his cause and his need until 
the friend from within rose up and 
administered to his needs. Faith here 
was put to the most severe trial but 
again survives the trial, gains the 
victory and again exhibits a quality 
much more precious than gold. 

Another example concerning the 
Syrophenician woman further illus- 
trates some features in the trial of 
faith. She appealed to Jesus _per- 
sonally and He seemed to entirely 
ignore her. He answered her not a 
word. Matt. 15:23. She was rebuked 
by the disciples who went so far as 
to beg the Master to send her away. 
Her faith here was indeed put in the 
furnace. She was persistent, however, 
and we next hear Jesus tell her He 
was sent only to the lost sheep of the 
house of Israel and her case did not 
come within the province of His ser- 
vice. Faith did not retreat or even 
falter but charged with renewed ear- 
nestness advanced. See her as she 
came forward and worshipped Him 
and again that sad petition, “Lord, 
help me.” Again she was denied and 
I hear Him explain to her that it 
would not do to minister to her that 
which belonged to others and He told 
her to do so would class such an act 
as taking the children’s bread and 
giving it to the dogs. She sanctions 
all He says and still humbling her- 
self under His mighty hand, faith 
though denied anq disregarded saw 
the crumbs of hope falling upon the 
plain to which she had been subject, 
survived this crucial test and the Son 
of God Himself seemed to have ex- 
hausted His resources in further sub- 
jecting her faith to the keenest tests 
—cries out in words of unparalleled 
commendation, “O woman, great is 
thy faith.” 

Now from the above it is very clear 
that the trial of faith consists in be- 
ing subject to delay, denial and seem- 
ing failures. After he (Abraham) had 
patiently endured, he obtained the 
promise. “For ye have need of pa- 
tience, that, after ye have done the 
will of God, ye might receive the 
promise.” “When he is tried, he shall 
receive the crown of life.” 

When we once locate a promise of 
God that covers our speciai need and 
we have met the conditions and 
planted our hope upon it, we must 
remain steadfast, unwavering and 
without a question, anxiety or fear— 
no matter if apparently denied, re- 
fused, neglected or ignored altogether, 
so long as our case comes clearly un- 
der the provision of the plan it will 
be answered even though as difficult 
a case as that of the Syrophenician 
or of Abraham. 

Faith can only become strong and 
reliable through testings and trials 
consisting of delays, denials, defeat, 
circumstances and standing in the 
face of unaccountable contradiction. 

Faith is tried by apparently refus- 
ing it, ignoring it completely, by taking 
from one all feeling, assurance, sup- 





Port and natural dependence. As 
long as we measure the faithfulness 


ee 








of God by circumstances, by the rea- 
sonableness of things we will always 
have a sickly weak faith. So long 
as faith flinches and wavers under a 
test it loses the lesson God designed 
to teach and the purpose for which 
it was sent has been defeated. 
Faith suspended only on a promise 
of God swung out from everything 
tangible, sensible or natural and like 
Moses enduring as seeing Him who 
is invisible or as Paul looking at the 


things which are not seen will prove! 


the faithfulness of God in every prom- 
ise He has made. 

God is faithful who has promised 
and why cannot we as His children 
lay hold of His promises and stand 
unwaveringly until we get the answer. 
So many fail in divine healing even 
though they know it is a trial of faith. 
Oh, dear ones, the last evil days are 
surely upon us and we need to get 
more firmly established and fixed for 
God will shake everything that can 
be moved. In every little test let us 
prove our faith in God as He tests 
us little by little and proves our mer- 
it. He will later entrust us with 
greater things. I have known some 
to pray for the gift of healing who 
had not faith to trust their own bodies 
to God. Oh, you say if you had the 
gift of healing you could trust God. 
As I see it you will have to cultivate 
faith, put it into practice and as you 
prove your merit, God will then be- 
stow on you the true riches. 

Not every one is standing the trials 
of these days but God has warned us 
that we should be tried and let us not 
think it strange as though some 
strange thing had come upon us but 
let us rally and prove ourselves and 
remember, “All things work together 
for good to them that love the Lord.” 

If you are passing through a test, 
look up, be encouraged. He has prom- 
ised to “not suffer you to be tempted 
above that ye are able.” He said He 
would supply all our needs, He would 
bear all our burdens etc. Though it 
may seem long coming our way it 
will surely come, “For he is faithful 
that promised.” Heb. 10:23.

He also says they 
are selfwilled and are not afraid to 
speak evil of powers, dominions and 
greatness. He speaks plainer in verse 
twelve by saying, “But these, as nat- 
ural brute beasts made to be taken 
and destroyed, speak evil of the things 
that they understand not; “and shall 
utterly perish in their own cor- 
ruption.” 


“And shall receive the reward of 
unrighteousness, as they that count 
it pleasure to riot in the daytime. 
Spots they are and blemishes, sport- 
ing themselves with their own de- 
ceivings while they feast with you.” 
2 Pet. 2:13. 


They are going about beguiling ev- 
ery unstable soul they find. Notice, 
they get the unstable ones, therefore, 
it is very important that we be rooted 
and grounded in the truth so we will 
not be carried about by every wind of 
doctrine brought about by the peo- 
ple who “lie in wait to deceive.” 


Peter says these have forsaken the 
right way and are gone astray. Surely 
they have been in the right way and 
God has wonderfully blessed them.
